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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to the applicant's assertions, the 
examiner does recite that Niira discloses an oxide of an Ag ion. Page 3, first full paragraph of Office Action dated 11/13/2209. The applicant 
should note that Myers explicitly discloses silver in both paragraph 0067 and paragraph 0078. Even if the silver in Myers is limited to 
zeolites (a point the examiner is NOT conceding), it would not negate advantage of modifying Niira with zinc oxide and zirconium 
phosphate. The applicant should be aware that the purpose of Myers is to demonstrate why the addition of zinc oxide and zirconium 
phosphate to method of Niira would have been advantageous. Applicant is reminded that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually and in a vacuum of each other as a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 is a consideration relating to the combined 
teachings of the references (and not each reference in a vacuum of the others). 

Contrary to the applicant's assertion, Myers expressly discloses that the amount of metal will vary depending upon the specific metal and 
specific combinations used. This would lead one of ordinary skill in the art to perform routine experimentation to achieve to the expected 
results. The compositions presented by Myers in paragraph 0081 are merely exemplary, and the disclosure of the reference is not limited to 
such. Paragraphs 0022 and 0066 both disclose that the zirconium phosphate has antibacterial properties. 
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
